An impression is gaining ground, that the Govern- 
or General favers having the voice of the country in 
regard to the Pacitic Ra‘lway Syndicate ba rgain, by 
means of a dissolution of Parliament and a genera! 
election. He believes, it is said,that such an import- 
ant question should not be decided without the 
people having every opportunity of understanding it 
in all its bearings. 

It is thought Sir Jobn will exhaust every means 
of preventing such action on the part of His Ex- 
cellency. He will base his objections chiefly on the 
grounds of his present Parliamentary majority. 

The Montreal ‘‘ Herald” now comes out strongly 
in condemnation of the terms. It says: ‘ We must 
say frankly a more complete giving away of the 
great and fertile North-West than the details of the 
Syndicate contract disclose would require an ingene- 
cus lawyer to devise.” The Montreal ‘ Gazette” 
says it would like many of the details amended. 

The Maniteba Legislature has passed a resclution 
taking exception tothe Syndicate alone being aliowed 
{o construct brench lines, and asks that the Syndicate 
be compelled to take lands irrespective of quality. 

The House has adjourned until January 4th.
